Earth .in. Stubble Field on Out 
skirts of Gleichen, : .

Another tragic chapter waa writ- 
ten in the history of aviation in 
Alberta’ when last Sunday afternoon 
two men died in an airplane crash 
at Gleichen, The men were, Irvin 
Hexker, 24 years, pilot of Dr, Scott's 
plane, and Harvey Menard, 20 years, 
of Glejchen. Fire enveloped the ship 
a few seconds after the crash, com- 
pletely destroying the plane and 
terribly burping the bodies of the 
occupants. e 

The machine was the ‘(Bassano 
built plane owned by'Dr. A. G. Scott 
and W. E. Sambrooke. The scene of 
the tragedy was a stubble field skirt- 
ing the eastern side of the towngite 
of Gleichen, and only a few hundred 
yards distant from a number of 
houses, . 

Irvin Henker flew to Gleichen on 


a rendezvous with death Sunday 
‘afternoon. He was accompanied by 
W. KE. Sambrooke. The machine™ 


landed at Gleichen and several short 
flights were made with passengers. 
On the last and tragic flight Harvey 
Merfard wag the passenger. He ex- 
pressed his desire to go up only on 
the codition that the pilot do some 
“stunts.” After taking off the plane 
circled about the field, banking 
steeply and diving to zoom upward 
again. On its last upward climb the 
plane Wag seen to point its nose 
downward again and dive to the 
earth, a distance of about one hun- 
dred feet, The ship struck the 
ground at a stéep angle, hung there 
for a few moments with the tail- 
piece pointing upwards, and then 
settled to the ground. 

‘ A crowd of horrified spectors, in- 
cluding the mother of young Me: ard, 
witnessed the tragedy. As onlookers 
dashed toward the fallen plane ton- 
gues of flame burst out at the front 
end of the machine and ina” few 
minutes it was burning  fiercel, 
Fire extinguishers were rushed to 
the scene, but they were useless a- 
gainst the terrific blaze, and almost 
every inflammable part of the plane 
was reduced to ashes. 

At the inquest, held in Gleichen 
Monday evening, evidence given by 
Dr. Geo. Haworth, of Bassano, who 
performed autopsies on the bodies, 
proved that both men had died in- 
stantly from fractures of the skull. 

Karl B. Stinson, air engineer of 
the Great Western Airways, Calgary, 
testified he knew the plane well, and 
had examined it during and after 
He said the workman- 
ship on the plane was good, the mot- 
or was a good one, and he had tested 
the ship for safety factors. Henker 
he said, was a good pilot, had passed 
both private and government tests

He flew the Bas- 
suno plane a total of about 120 
hours, and was skilled in the opera: 
tion of the sbip. 

The funeral of Irvin Henker was 
held on Tuesday at Granum, where 
his parents and brothers reside. The 
funeral of Harvey Menard was held 
in Gleichen on Wedvesday.

German property seized in Canada 
during the war will be the subject 
of conversations between officials of 
the German government and Hon. C. 
H. Cahan, secretary of state. Accom- | 
panied by Thomas Mulvey, under- 
secretary of state. Mr. Cahan will 
sail from New York. Discussions will 

take place in Berlin. 

Of the large amount of property 
of German nationals sequestrated by 
the Canadian government during 
the war, some $600,000 remains un- 
liquidated. In January, Canada 
agreed that the unliquidated proper- 
ty consists chiefly of land .and se- 
curities that it has been found diffi- 
cult to market. There still will re- 
main in the hands of the Dominion 
government more tthan enough to 
settle all claims by Canadian civilians 
for reparations as a result of enemy 
action in war-time.

Use Of Platinum 
Suggested For Coinage 


| But South African Government Finds 
Difficulties In the Way 

The decline in prices has affected 
even such rare and costly commodi- 
|ties as diamonds and platinum. The 
| government of South Africa has 
sought to limit production in the 
diamond fields. between the Orange 
|and Vaal Rivers so as to stabilize the 


| 


;diamond market, but platinum is 
produced in. such widely separated 
|areas that any centralized control 
over output appears to be impractic- 
;able. As a substithte for regulated 
production Dr.’ George F. Kunz pro- 
poses in an article appearing in the 
| Mineral Industry that a new demand 
|for platinum be created by the gov- 
jernment’s using it for coinage. 

Platinum money is not wholly an 
innovation, as‘ Russia experimented 
; with its coimage many years ago. 
| But the interesting thing about this 
proposal is its resemblance to the 
|démand in this country in the eigh- 
; ties and nineties of the last century 
for the unlimited coinage of silver 
for the same purpose — namely, the 
stabilization of the price of the metal. | 
The scheme in effect would be a new | 
form of bimetallism. The experience 
of the United" Steves! and Burope dur- 
{ing the last century proved conclu- 
\sively that bimetallism is possible 
| only in theory, as any change in the 
relative value of the two metals which 
are supposed to circulate concurrent- 
ly would drive the dearer metal out 
of circulation. 

If a platinum coin became worth 
;more as metal than as. a piece of 
money, it would cease to circulate 
|and be used in the arts; if its face 
value exceeded the yalue of its) 
|metallic content, platinum that would | 
ordinarily be used in the arts would 
be rushed to the mints instead, and 
gold would tend to be displaced from 
circulation. This would prove dis- 
turbing to business in many ways. 
The gold standard is far from perfect, 
but it is the most satisfactory 
monetary system yet devised. It |

Automobiles Get Credit. 


Cases Of Lockjaw 
Says Dr. Sappington 


Have Lessened 


In spite of the enormous number 


of cuts, scratches and bruises for 
which automobiles are responsible 
each year, the automobile must be 
credited, believes Dr. C. O. Sapping- 


ton of the National Safety Council, 
with a great decrease in cases of 
lockjaw in the United States in the 
past ten years. 

Not that automobiles or automo- 
biling have any direct effect on the 
lockjaw germ. What has happened, 
Dr. Sappington explains in a recent 
issue of the council's industrial bul- 
letin, the “Safe Worker,” is that-auto- 
mobiles have displaced millions of 
horses, especially in cities. The lock- 
jaw germ, he continues, is a normal 
inhabitant of the digestive system of 
the horse. In the old days when 
horses were common, these living 
lockjaw germs were scattered by bil- 
lions everywhere in soil and dust. 

Any chance injury, such as step- 
ing on a rusty nail, or a cut with a 
dirty knife or even a_ scratched 
hand or knee caused by a fall, was

plied in the blood and brought on, 
after a few days, the dreaded spasm 
of the jaws and other muscles, which ~ 
gave the disease its name. The lock- 
jaw germs, Dr. Sappington recalls, 
cannot enter the body through un- 
broken skin. Some kind of scratch 
or cut is necessary. 

Nowadays, with fewer horses to 
scatter the germs, such accidental 
abrasions of the skin are less likely 
to become infected with lockjaw 
germs, although it still is a good 
plan, Dr. Sappington agrees, to have 


-all such cuts cleansed and disinfect- 


ed by an expert physician or nurse, 
and to take a dose of lockjaw serum 
if the physician so advises.
